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Going up... 


COUNCILLORS have been slammed 
as “playground bullies” after 
“ignoring” a 12,000-signature strong 
petition against parking charges in 
Ely. 

A total of 12,101 people signed the 
campaign, launched by the Ely Traders’ 
Association (ETA) - but 4,000 of those 
signatures will no longer count. 

At East Cambridgeshire District Council’s full 
council meeting last Thursday, it was 
confirmed that only 8,054 signatures will be 
verified by the authority. 

Legal bosses say that 2,157 signatures cannot 
count as they are from people living outside 
East Cambs and that a further 1,889 signatures 
were from people who did not provide their 
address. 

In a letter to the ETA, Jeanette Thompson, 
the council’s head of legal and democratic 
services, said: “The council’s petitions scheme 
is the model scheme drafted by central 
Government and adopted by most councils 
nationally. 

“This specifically refers to petitions being 
signed by a local person’ who lives, works or 
studies in the district.” 

Andrew Olley, a spokesman for the ETA, 
formally presented the petition to councillors 
at the meeting. 

Council leader, Peter Moakes, then proposed 
a motion to send the petition to the council’s 
development and transport sub-committee, a 
committee which he chairs and which will next 
meet on March 6. 

Mr Olley said: “The Conservatives showed no 
appetite to even listen to the arguments or 
debate them. 
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“It is scandalous to think that there are 
councillors representing the people of East 
Cambs and that they can ignore their 
community so disgracefully. 

“Their actions at this meeting were not the 
actions of responsible individuals. They 
resembled more the operations of a gang of 
playground bullies.” 

At the meeting, Lib Dems pleaded for 
parking charges not be introduced, insisting 
that now was the “wrong time”. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the party, said: “This 
petition is an amazing demonstration of public 
opinion. The response was huge and it shows 
genuine public concern. Now is the completely 
wrong time to introduce charges. 

The ETA and residents insist forcing people 
to pay to park will kill city centre trade and lure 
more people to the out-of-town supermarkets. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Throughout this whole 
process we have made it perfectly clear what 
the timetable for the decision making process 
was. 

“It should be remembered that it was the 
previous council that took the decision to bring 
in charges - the present discussion has always 
focused on which model would be used for the 
implementation of car park charging. 

“Due to the size of the petition, the ETA were 
informed they could present it to full council 
but a final decision on charging methods was 
never going to be taken at that meeting. 

“The issue was always going to be debated at 
development and transport committee in 
March where the results of the public 
consultation would be revealed.”

Celebration after church wins £187k lottery grant

MORE than £180,000 worth of 
funding has been awarded to 
help restore a weather-beaten 
church tower. 

St George’s Parish Church in 
Littleport has secured a grant of 
£187,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF). 

The money will be used to 
repair the church’s tower, which 
dates back to the 15th century 
and is in desperate need of 
repair. 

The Rev Rosemary Masked, 
the vicar of Littleport, said “We 
are delighted to receive this 
generous grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“It has enabled us to 
commence important work that 
will help us ensure this parish 
church remains as a place of 
worship for generations to 
come. 

“The tower is the oldest part 
of the church and dates back to 
the 15th century. 


“Over the years the weather 
has taken its toll on the external 
stone walls and, despite an 
attempt to rectify its decline 
when a concrete render was 
applied over 50 years ago, it is 
now in a serious state. 

Water, frost and wind have 
caused the render to fall away 
and the weather is now eating 
away at the exposed stone and 
original mortar joints.” 

It is estimated that the 
restoration work will cost 
around £250,000 in total and 
the church still needs to raise 
around £30,000. 

Fundraising events are being 
planned although if any 
residents, businesses or 
organisations can help they are 
being urged to contact the 
church.

Man in 107mph car 
chase is sent to Jail

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A SPEEDING driver who 
led police on a lOOmph- 
plus car chase through 
Soham has been sent to 
prison. 

Leroy Parker, 22, formerly of 
Cooper’s Close, Stetchworth, 
pleaded guilty to a string of 
offences, including sexual 
assault, all committed at the end 
of last year. He was jailed for a 
total of 67 weeks and banned 
from driving. 

Parker, now of no fixed address, 
was told by Recorder Mark 
Ockelton at Cambridge Crown 
Court that he had driven very 
dangerously on two occasions. 

The court heard that Parker 
claimed he was “unpopular in the 
Stetchworth area” and that 
residents had lied to police about 
what they had seen him do. 

Parker pleaded guilty to 
aggravated vehicle taking, 
dangerous driving, driving while 
disqualified, failing to stop and 
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having no insurance on 
November 2 last year in Soham. 

He also admitted a second 
offence of aggravated vehicle 
taking, driving while disqualified, 
no insurance, possessing 
cannabis, obstructing a Pc, 
failing to provide a breath 
specimen, and sexual assault on 
December 28 last year in the 
Stetchworth area. 

He was jailed for a total of 16 
months, plus a further three 
weeks for being in breach of a 
suspended sentence. In addition 
he was disqualified from driving 
for two years. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Seely said 
on November 2 police saw Parker 
in a Citroen Saxo on the A142 at 
the Angel Drove-Station Road 
roundabout in Ely. 

Officers followed him on the 
A142 towards Soham with their 
sirens and flashing lights on but 


he failed to stop. He accelerated 
up to 107mph. 

Mr Seely said that he did two 
laps of the town at a speed of 
78mph in a 30mph limit. In 
Garden Road the car struck a 
kerb which caused the wheel and 
suspension to collapse and 
Parker and another man inside 
ran off. Parker was caught nearby, 
but not the second man. 

The prosecution said that on 
December 28 Parker again took 
someone else’s vehicle without 
their consent and damaged it on 
a kerb. 

When police caught up with 
him later he gave a false name, 
but was arrested for drink-driving 
and had to be restrained. At the 
police station he refused to give a 
sample of breath. He was also 
arrested for a sexual assault. 

Mitigating, Unyime Davies said 
Parker was remorseful and fully 
accepted that “driving is his 
demon he doesn’t appear to be 
able to get away from”. 


Parish in bid to build cemetery 


PLANS to build a new 
cemetery in Littleport 
have taken a major step 
forward. 

Littleport Parish 
Council has now 
applied for planning 
permission to build a 
new cemetery on a 
parcel of land north east 
of 46A, Camel Road, 
Horsley Hale. 

The proposals, which 
have been submitted to 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, also 
include providing a new 
community allotment 
at the site. 


Cllr Lred Brown, vice- 
chairman of the parish 
council, said the new 
cemetery is expected to 
provide enough burial 
space to last around 20 
years. 

He said: “Our existing 
cemetery is expected to 
run out of burial space 
by 2015 so building 
another cemetery is 
something we have 
been looking at for 
some time. 

“We believe this site is 
ideal and the Environ¬ 
ment Agency have 
visited it and confirmed 


it is suitable. It is all 
about planning ahead. 
2015 may seem like a 
long way off but it will 
be here before we know 
it. 

“The new cemetery 
would provide enough 
burial space to last 
around 20 years and 
with Littleport set to 
grow considerably over 
the coming years, we 
desperately need that 
space. 

“The land is agricul¬ 
tural land so we would 
need to buy it and 
provide electricity and 


water sources there 
before any work could 
start. We also want to 
build allotments there. 

“There is currently a 
waiting list for allot¬ 
ments in Littleport, so 
we expect them to be 
snapped up quickly. We 
expect them to be up 
and running in 2014/15 
if the plans are app¬ 
roved.” 

A decision could be 
made by the district 
council within the next 
eight weeks.

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Suspect package

A “SUSPICIOUS package” 
prompted a bomb scare in Ely on 
Tuesday - but turned out to be a 
hoax. 

Staff and officers at Ely police 
station in Nutholt Lane were 
forced to evacuate the building at 
around 10am. 

A member of public handed the 
package in to the city’s Oxfam 
shop in the High Street. 

Worried about what was inside, a 
member of staff then took it to 
the police station. 

The station was evacuated and 
cordoned off while explosive 
experts analysed the package. 

A police investigation has now 
been launched. 

Paralympic torch 
heading for city 

EAST Cambridgeshire may have 
missed out when it comes to the 
Olympic Torch - but the 
Paralympic Torch will be carried 
through Ely this summer. 

On Wednesday, the London 2012 
Organising Committee (LOCOG) 
announced areas across the UK 
which will hold celebrations as 
part of the Paralympic Torch 
Relay. 

The torch will be received in Ely 
at a ceremony on Ely’s Riverside, 
which will be followed by an 
evening of entertainment on 
Palace Green. 

The celebrations will be held over 
the August Bank Holiday 
weekend. 

Cllr Martin Curtis, who leads on 
the Olympics at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “It is 
fantastic news.”

Inquiry begins after 
rail crossing collision 


A COUPLE were taken to 
hospital after their car was 
hit by a train at a level 
crossing. 

The vehicle was hit at the 
Victoria Street level crossing 
in Littleport at 8.03am on 
Saturday. 

The man remains in a 
stable condition at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge, while his wife 
has now been discharged. 

The train involved was the 
6.45am First Capital Connect 
service from London to 
King’s Lynn. 

The crossing was closed 
and trains were suspended 
between Downham Market 
and Ely for more than three 
hours before the line re¬ 
opened at 11.15am. 

Passengers used a bus 
replacement service between 
Downham Market and Ely. 

Paramedics from the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service treated the train 
driver for shock at the scene. 


A Network Rail spokesman 
said the driver reported that 
there had been a collision 
involving a car at the 
crossing. 

He said: “The train was not 
derailed and no passengers 
were injured. 

“The equipment on the 
crossing was checked and 
found to be in full working 
order before the line re¬ 
opened at 11.15am.” 

British Transport Police 
and the Rail Accident 
Investigation Branch are now 
investigating the crash. 

The collision comes after 
an elderly couple were 
injured when their camper 
van collided at a nearby level 
crossing in Littleport last 
summer. 

Paramedics and fire¬ 
fighters took two hours to 
free the couple from the van 
after the collision, which 
happened where the line 
crosses the busy A10.

Funds slashed 
for key buses 
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A COMMUNITY bus ser¬ 
vice which provides a 
lifeline for some of East 
Cambridgeshire’s most 
vulnerable residents has 
lost its entire district 
council funding for the 
second year running. 

Bosses at Ely Soham Dial-a- 
Ride fear the charity will have to 
make “major cuts” to its services, 
which in turn would leave elderly, 
frail, disabled and vulnerable 
residents across the Ely area 
isolated. 

It comes after Conservatives at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council voted to axe the charity’s 
annual grant of £16,800 for 
2012/13. 

Liberal Democrats pleaded for 
the authority to hand out £10,000 
from the council’s ‘surplus 
savings reserve’, which would 
have left the authority with 
savings of £167,957. 

But council chiefs insisted the 
council could not afford to - and 
that Dial-a-Ride should be 
funded by Cambridgeshire 
County Council instead.

Last year, when the district 
council also axed the charity’s 
grant, the county council came 
forward with £12,000 worth of 
funding, enabling Dial-a-Ride to 
continue with its services. 

But Fred Langford, the charity’s 
general manager, says the county 
council has already confirmed 
that it cannot afford to do the 
same this year. 

He said: “We’re obviously 
gutted and extremely worried 
about Dial-a-Ride’s future. 

“Our grant from the district 
council is the largest chunk of 
funding we receive and to have 
that removed is going to have a 
huge impact. 


“We’re going to really struggle 
and I think we’re going to have to 
make major cuts. 

“We currently have 660 users in 
East Cambridgeshire, the vast 
majority of whom are elderly, 
frail, disabled and living in 
remote, rural areas where public 
transport is poor. 

“The council should be 
supporting services like this, not 
going against them.” 

Mr Langford said the charity 
would be holding a meeting on 
Wednesday to discuss what the 
future holds. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Lib Dems is 
furious. 

He said: “Dial-a-Ride provides 
valuable transport for the most 
vulnerable people in our society 
and features prominently in the 
council’s community strategy, yet 
has had all its funding removed. 

“The charity now gets more 
money from parish councils, 
many of which give small grants 
of a few hundred pounds, than 
they do from the district council. 

“The Tories have targeted some 
of the most vulnerable members 
of our community.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
declined to comment.

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CCTV bid 
to beat 
criminals 

BOSSES at the King’s School Ely 
want to install CCTV cameras at The 
Old Bishop’s Palace. 

Mark Hart, the school’s director of 
operations, has applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
permission to install seven CCTV 
cameras at the palace. 

It comes just weeks after thieves 
stripped thousands of pounds 
worth of lead from the Grade I listed 
building, on Palace Green. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the palace, which is currently being 
refurbished by the King’s School, 
has been targeted by metal thieves 
twice in 12 months and the recent 
raid saw approximately £15,000 
worth of lead being stolen. 

In their application, the school 
said: “This application is for the 
addition of seven CCTV cameras to 
various areas of the Old Bishop’s 
Palace.

“Following two recent lead thefts 
it is felt that these cameras are 
necessary to deter and catch the 
criminals responsible in order to 
protect the building. 

“The cameras are to be black to 
avoid a visual clash with the red

“The proposals should facilitate 
the future protection and 
maintenance of the building in 
order to better preserve it for future 
generations.” 

The district council will decide 
whether the cameras can be 
installed.

Store looks to 
expansion bid 

Supermarket wants to build community rooms 


A SUPERMARKET in 
Soham is one step 
closer to being expan¬ 
ded. 

Jonathan James, owner of 
James Graven’s Budgens store, 
in Clay Street, has now 
applied for formal planning 
permission to expand the 
store by 50 per cent. 

Last year, Mr James 
announced he was planning 
to expand the store and a 
public consultation has since 
been carried out, enabling 
residents to have their say. 

The expansion will not only 
enable the store to increase its 
range of products but Mr 
James also wants to build a 
new mezzanine floor and 
community function rooms. 

The proposals, which have 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, include making 
alterations to the store’s car 
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park and landscapes. 

Mr James said: “The key 
message which came from the 
consultation was that people 
passionately wish to enhance 
Soham. 

“Our store is well placed to 
provide a combination of 
grocery shopping and car 
parking thus enabling 
shoppers to make full use of 
the wonderful facilities the 
town has to offer. 

“Our plans are to increase 
the size of the building by 
approx 5,000 square feet thus 
allowing us to increase the 
offer inside the store. 

“However, this will be no 
ordinary shop. We plan to 
have community rooms, as 
well as extending the existing 
police office. 

“This is an extremely 


exciting project which 
represents a very significant 
investment but one that we 
very much believe is in tune 
with the desires of local 
people.” 

The application comes just 
weeks after it was announced 
a new supermarket and petrol 
station could be built in The 
Shade area of Soham. 

Major firm Harrier Devel¬ 
opments Ltd has announced 
plans to develop a ‘Northern 
Gateway’, which includes 
building a new supermarket, a 
petrol station, a new 
recreational open space and 
play area. 

The new supermarket alone 
is expected to provide up to 
200 new jobs for local people 
and plans are expected to be 
submitted soon.

The driver of the van, 
a white Toyota Hiace, 
was treated for minor 
injuries. 

Police are urging 
anyone who witnessed 
the accident, or anyone 
with any information, 
to contact them. 

Pc Theron Pearman, 
investigating, said: “I 
would appeal to anyone 
who saw the collision, 
or either vehicle prior to 
it, to call police.”

COUNCIL tax will rise 
by almost 3 per cent in 
East Cambridgeshire 
after the Government’s 
offer of a council tax 
freeze grant was 
rejected. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council, as all 
authorities were, was offered 
cash from central govern¬ 
ment to prevent it from 
having to hike council tax. 

Lib Dems and Independent 
councillors urged the 
authority to accept the grant 
but Conservatives voted 
against it after hearing from 
Linda Grinnell, head of 
finance, that it would leave 
“holes” in the budget in years 
to come. 

As a result, council tax will 
be increased by 2.95 per cent 
- the equivalent of an 
increase of 7.6p per week for 
the average band D property, 
or £3.99 per year. 

Despite the rise, the 
authority insists no further 
jobs are at risk, no further 
community grants will be cut 
and that no services will be 
axed. 

Council bosses say they are 
on track to meeting the £2.6 
million savings needed by 
2015 - and that the council 
tax rise will be used to 
support housing and waste 
services in particular. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “The aim with 
this year’s budget is to ensure 
the council is ready to meet 
the challenges of the future. 

“For example, the housing 
team are set to face real 
challenges over the next 
couple of years as we predict 
the number of people 
coming to us for help will 
grow as financial hardships 
bite. 

“Also we are reviewing the 
waste and recycling service 
ahead of a new contract to 
ensure we improve recycling,

reduce waste going to 
landfill, increase public 
satisfaction and ensure we 
can comply with the re¬ 
quirements of the Waste 
Framework Directive. 

“This will cost more money 
than our present contract but 
if things are to improve for 
our residents we need to 
prepare now to avoid 
financial problems in the 
future. While, of course, we

would have preferred to have 
frozen our council tax and 
accepted the one off offer of 
funding from the government 
- we feared doing so would 
leave a hole in a budget in 
future years.” 

Over the last 12 months, 
the council has made eight 
staff redundant, reorganised 
committees, increased plan¬ 
ning application and licence 
fees and cut numerous 
services in order to reduce 
costs. 

Cllr Moakes said: “It has 
been a very tough three years 
but the authority’s finances 
are now far more robust. We 
are now in a much better 
place to cope with the 
demands of the services 
which our residents need.”

We're not being 
democratically led 

Sir, I submitted a question at the Ely 
full council meeting last Thursday on 
the matter of the council’s proposal to 
make parking charges in the city 
centre. 

A petition has been raised by the Ely 
Traders’ Association of more than 
10,000 names, verified by the council, 
and this was presented by Mr Andrew 
Olley of the ETA. 

My question was directed to all the 
councillors present but was 
answered, as were the other 
questions, by the chief executive or, 
we should say, not answered because 
no democratically-elected person 
gave a proper reply to my question, 
which was: do the members of East 
Cambs District Council seriously 
want to work with their own 
shopkeepers, market traders and 
council tax payers to make Ely an 
attractive and easy place to visit, work 
in, shop and do business? 

To that end, are they prepared to 
listen to the clearly expressed wishes 
of their electorate, as revealed in the 
petition to be presented as Item 6 on 
the agenda? 

The bland remarks of the chief 
executive did not give any confidence 
that the council were prepared to 
acknowledge the strength of informed 
public opinion in their city, in the 
neighbourhood, and among the 
further 2,000-plus vistors who had 
signed the petition, bringing the total 
to more than 12,000. 

There were members of the public 
who had come to the meeting, 
particularly to support the petition, 
who were dismayed at what seemed 
quite deliberate stonewalling by the 
Conservative members of the council. 
Only 15 minutes debating time (from 
which the public were, of course, 
excluded) was permitted, at the end 
of which the whole issue was referred 
to the development and transport 
sub-committee of ECDC on March 6, 
no doubt at an afternoon time when 
traders would not be able even to 
listen. 

This was a total snub to the traders 
and the electorate of Ely, and should 
be declared as such to our MI) Jim 
Paice, and the Minister for 
Communities and Local Government, 
Eric Pickles, as well as to Mary Portas, 
the Government’s appointed Shops 
Czar, who has already condemned 
East Cambs for its failure to listen to 
its traders. We are no longer being 
democratically led and administered.

The whole story 
hasn’t been told 

Sir, The press release put out by the 
district council, giving the impression 
that all councillors agreed the budget 
set at the meeting of February 23 did 
not quite carry the full flavour of the 
discussion. Following a debate on the 
Liberal Democrat amendment to 
reject the Conservative tax rise of 
2.95%, instead accepting the 2.5% 
grant from central government, 
which would have meant that local 
taxpayers paid nothing extra, a vote 
was held. The record of that vote was 
that all the Conservatives voted to 
raise the tax and all the Liberal 
Democrats voted to take the 2.5% 
grant. Better than that, the 


Independent Group members all 
voted with the Liberal Democrats. 
There had been no pre-meeting 
discussion of voting intentions - this 
was entirely on the merits of the case. 
The chief financial officer had given 
an appraisal of the robustness of the 
reserves and when questioned 
confirmed that they were more than 
adequate, there simply was no need 
for a rise that would take money out 
of the local economy this year. 

Liberal Democrats are concerned that 
when business rates are devolved to 
local authorities, as they will be soon, 
then councils that have not co¬ 
operated with central government 
may well get worse treatment because 
of their perceived greed this year. This 
is against a background of £177,000 
being placed in an unallocated 
reserve fund and severe cuts to 
voluntary sector grants. 

A second amendment, put by Cllr 
Pauline Wilson, to give a grant of 
£10,000 to Ely and Soham Dial a Ride 
was rejected out of hand by the Tories. 
The effect would have been to reduce 
the unallocated reserve to a mere 
£167,000. Cllr Wilson stated that Dial a 
Ride helped many hundreds of 
disabled and elderly people who 
would otherwise be confined to their 
homes, with no chance of every going 
anywhere, shopping or meeting other 
people. Dial a Ride told me that there 
customers only get out because of 
their service. We should be 
supporting this wonderful service and 
not continually procrastinating about 
it. The Dial a Ride services at Ely and 
Newmarket provide valuable 
transport for the most vulnerable in 
society and feature prominently in 
council community strategy, yet have 
had all funding removed from the 
district council. The Dial a Rides now 
get more money from parish councils, 
many of which give small grants of a 
few hundred pounds, than they do 
from the district council which cut 
their support to nil. If the ‘Big Society’ 
is to mean anything then it must 
mean working openly in partnership 
with local people; we are not seeing 
much of this from the controlling 
group here. 

The car park charging debate hardly 
happened. Mr Olley, of the Traders’ 
Association, spoke well but got no 
reply from the leader of council 
excepting assurance that it would be 
taken into account when the issue 
was discussed in March. Cllr Ian Allen 
for the Liberal Democrats asked if the 
council finances could stand not 
introducing charging this year and 
was assured by officers that this was 
the case. He stated that in the face of 
the petition and in view of current 
economic circumstances that now is 
not the time for charging and 
certainly not the system proposed. No 


improvements for residents, for on 
street enforcement or for increasing 
turnover in the car parks which would 
help traders, will come from the new 
charging regime. What we are seeing 
is the introduction of another tax, not 
ring fenced for transport purposes, 
the proceeds of which will disappear 
into the general fund, Liberal 
Democrats oppose charging while the 
economy is weak and the impact of 
major new retail developments is 
uncertain. Ely councillor Sheila 
Friend Smith spoke particularly 
strongly in favour of the traders 
position, noting that trading 
conditions are poor at present and 
that a number of shops have already 
shut.

I recently walked in the Milton 
Country Park and was constantly 
aware of the drone of traffic and my 
friends who live in Histon tell me that 
they often experience similar levels of 
noise. 

While bypass route B might not have 
the volume of traffic that is on the 
A14, tyre noise from the many lorries 
on the proposed elevated road will 
surely affect a large area of Ely, as well 
as ruin the peace of the river and its 
path. 

Of course, a solution is needed to the 
railway crossing but we shouldn’t 
solve one problem at the expense of 
creating another and lose something 


that is unique. We need more than a 
line on the map that the last ECDC 
‘consultation’ gave us to really 
understand what all the possible 
options are.

Let’s not repeat 
old mistakes 

Sir, I thank Malcolm Busby and 
Martin Welch for their contributions 
to the on-going ‘Wicken Vision’ 
debate. Mr Busby and Mr Welch both 
mention turf-growing. I wish to make 
it clear that I have expressed 
reservations about this. However, the 
growers do this as part of a crop 
rotation and they have assured me 
that the practice is not detrimental to 
food growing. I also have to say that 
these same growers produce 
magnificent crops - sometimes two in 
a year - of supermarket-ready food. I 
admire them and wish them well. 

If I and my friends continue to worry 
Mr Busby and Mr Welch, then I am 
sorry. I and my friends continue to 
worry about the National Trust- 
owned land growing not food crops 
but elder bushes, hemlock, ragwort, 
stinging nettles and thistles. As a 
farmer, I regard this as wrong. 

As an elderly farmer, I suppose that I 
remember more than many and I also 
read much. I remember dear old 
friends like the late Mr Reuben 
Badcock of Burwell, a man of great 
strength and ability who helped to 
rescue the Fens from neglect during 
the Second World War. 

Mr Badcock and many others are not 
forgotten by those who know about 
these things. 

I recommend to Mr Busby and Mr 
Welch two good books - The Farm in 
the Fen by Alan Bloom, published in 
1944 and descriptive of Mr Bloom’s 
efforts to restore Burwell Fen land to 
food growing - inspected and 
commended by no less than the late 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
(the parents of the present Queen) - 
and Max Hastings’s recently- 
published All Hell Let Loose in which 
the author gives graphic descriptions 
of how we in these Islands nearly 
starved during the Second World War. 
My memories and my reading serve 
me well. It was George Santayana 
who said that those who cannot 
remember the past are condemned to 
repeat it. I remember the past in these 
Cambridgeshire Fens. Prior to the 
Second World War, our Fens were 
neglected. 

Let us hope that we in Britain - now 
with a population of over 61 million - 
are not condemned by the neglect of 
others to repeat our predicament of 
the 1940s.

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Residents hit 
out at yobs 
on motorbikes

Another resident, from Barway, who did 
not want to be named, said: “I have 
witnessed motorbikes being driven along 
bridleways near my home plenty of times. 

“I call the police every time but the 
culprits have always long gone before the 
police arrive. It might sound like a petty 
crime but it is illegal and it’s a nuisance. 

“They are driven aggressively, they are 
loud and they are disturbing all our wildlife. 
It is not how footpaths and bridleways in 
our beautiful countryside should be used.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
police said: “Police have received reports of 
motorcyclists illegally riding their bikes on 
footpaths and bridleways in the Wicken and 
Soham area. 

“We are taking these reports seriously 
and in response have increased patrols in 
the area. It has been adopted as a panel 
priority after being raised by local residents 
and we will not tolerate such behaviour. 

“Anyone found riding their motorcycle 
on a footpath or bridleway will be 
punished.” 


MOTORCYCLISTS are “wreaking 
havoc” by illegally riding their 
bikes on footpaths and bridleways. 

Residents say the culprits are mainly 
youths on motorbikes and mopeds and 
they are urging police to take action. 

The problem appears to be greater in the 
Ely area, where people are sick of 
motorcyclists abusing the countryside, and 
the law, by riding where they shouldn’t. 

Residents in the Soham and Wicken area 
are particularly annoyed and have raised 
the issue at their local neighbourhood 
panel meeting. 

Frank Matsell, from Soham, said: “The 
police need to take this issue seriously. It is 
illegal for mopeds and motorbikes to be 
ridden along footpaths but many people, 
especially youngsters, seem to think it is 
fine if the paths are in the middle of 
nowhere and out of sight. 

“Part of the beauty of the Fens for me is 
that I can walk my dogs for miles along 
endless footpaths and bridleways. 

“But many of these tracks are being 
churned up by youths who are using them 
for their sport. They are wreaking havoc in 
our countryside.” 


Two charged 
with affray 

TWO men charged with affray in 
connection with an altercation at a 
pub in Ely are to stand trial. 

Eeon Franklin, 24, and Ryan 
Graham, 21, both of High Barns, Ely, 
were charged with affray after they 
were arrested at The Townhouse, in 
Market Street, in the early hours of 
Saturday, February 11.

They were released on bail to stand 
trial at the courthouse on April 25. 

Fiam Donnelly, 23, of Beresford 
Road, Ely, was also arrested at the 
scene and was charged with 
possession of Class A and B drugs. 

He too appeared at the magistrates’ 
court on Tuesday and pleaded guilty to 
the charges. 

He was fined £450 and ordered to 
pay £85 court costs.

Speed-up call on 
housing scheme

A MAJOR new housing 
development in Littleport is 
not being built quickly 
enough, councillors have 
complained. 

Parish councillors have des¬ 
cribed progress at the village’s 650- 
home Highfields development as 
“very slow” and are urging the 
developers, Cannon Kirk Homes, 
to speed up. 

Work on the major housing 
scheme started in late 2005 and 
Cannon Kirk says that to date 
around 45 per cent of the homes 
have been built. 

A spokeswoman for the firm said 
the recession has had an impact 
on the development but that 
homes are still being built and 
sold, and that the development 
will still be finished. 

But Cllr Fred Brown is worried, 
especially as plans to build a new 
secondary school in the village are 
progressing.

He said: “Everything at 
Highfields appears to be very slow 
Things have certainly slowed down 
in the last year. The gates always 
appear to be open there but I don’t 
think much is really being done. 

“There’s never been an exact 
completion date for this 
development but we just feel that 
years have gone by and that there’s 
still so much to do. 

“We need there to be continued 
growth here in Littleport. We need 
houses building and we need 
people living in them. 

“If we are to get this new 
secondary school we need the 
children here to use it.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Cambridgeshire County Council 



bosses say they are committed to 
providing a new secondary school 
in Littleport and the parish council 
believes agricultural land adjacent 
to Littleport Leisure Centre would 
be the ideal site. 

The village could even get an 
extra primary school and a new 
‘community hub’. 

A spokeswoman for Cannon 
Kirk Homes insists they are also 
committed to completing High¬ 
fields. 

She said: “Work at Highfields 
started in late 2005 and to date we 
have completed around 45 per 
cent of the scheme. 

“The recession, as with all 
property developers, has had an 
effect on us but we have continued 
to build homes and they are 
continuing to sell. 

“We are surprised by the parish 
council’s concern as we are busy 
week after week and the homes 
here are selling all the time. 

“We are committed to com¬ 
pleting Highfields but it is 
impossible to set a finishing date 
as that all depends on the housing 
market.” 
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Shoppers in 
fall scare 


ELDERLY shoppers are struggling 
to use the main entrance to Ely’s 
new Sainsbury’s store - including 
one pensioner who fell and 
reportedly smashed her teeth. 

The massive new store may have only 
been open a fortnight but already 
customers are complaining about its 
‘travelator’. 

The state-of-the-art feature, similar to 
an escalator and what you find in most 
airports, takes customers up to the store 
from the car park and apart from the 
front steps, is the supermarket’s main 
entrance. 

It may be proving a hit with many 
shoppers, including children, but elderly 
residents are struggling to use it and are 
falling when they come to get off it with 
their trolleys. 

The store’s manager, Alex Bettison, has 
confirmed that two elderly people have 
fallen over when they came to get their 
trolleys off the travelator at the bottom of 
it. 

He confirmed an investigation has 
been carried out but denied that either of 
the victims smashed their front teeth. 

However, a friend of one of the victims, 
who did not want to be named, claimed: 
“My friend, who is in her 60s, fell quite 
badly.

“The escalator may look the part but it’s 
actually quite dangerous for elderly 
people or those who are unsteady on 
their feet. 

“She fell as she was coming back down 
from the store to the car park and the end 
of the escalator completely took her by 
surprise. 

“Luckily she wasn’t hurt but I 
understand that she is not the only 
elderly person to have fallen and that one 
lady smashed her front teeth as she fell 
with such an impact.” 

The new Sainsbury’s store in Lisle Lane 
opened on February 15 and has been 
hugely welcomed in the city. 

Mr Bettison said there are staff at either 
end of the travelator at all times to check 
that shoppers are safe, and that first aid 
staff were immediately on hand when 
both customers fell. 

He said: “We have since carried out a 
full investigation over both incidents. 

“We have been in close contact with 
both customers since the accident and we 
are sending them both some flowers to 
apologise for any distress that may have 
been caused.” 

Customers can also access the store via 
steps and lifts.

Burst pipe closes school 


TWO separate water mains 
in Sutton burst within hours 
of each other - forcing the 
village primary school to 
close and leaving residents 
and businesses without 
water. 

Anglian Water has 
apologised to residents 
following the incidents last 
Friday.

Water said: “Unfortunately, 
the repair on this pipe took 
longer than we would 
usually expect because of 
other utility cables in the 
area. 

“Water was fully restored 
to customers on Saturday 
evening, and all customers 
were supplied with bottled 
water during this inter¬ 
ruption as an alternative 
supply.”

Conversion 
plan sparks 
concerns 

PLANS to turn an empty office 
into a shop are worrying 
residents and councillors. 

Planners at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council are being 
urged to refuse plans to turn the 
former Whiting and Partner 
office at 41, St Mary’s Street, Ely, 
into a shop. 

Penita Ltd, which owns the 
building, applied to the district 
council to change the use from 
B1 office to A1 shop on January 
10. Whiting and Partners have 
since relocated to larger offices 
in Bartholomew’s Walk, Ely. 

The City of Ely Council insists 
the change of use should not be 
approved. 

The council said: “This would 
not be able to provide sufficient 
off-street parking to facilitate a 
retail unit, such as a con¬ 
venience store, which will have 
a high turnover of customers. 

“This is on a very busy 
junction and would become 
dangerous for both pedestrians 
and motorists”" 

Residents are also worried. 
Jonathan Hill, of St Mary’s 
Court, Ely, said: "The building is 
in an area that remains 
overwhelmingly residential. 

"A change in use of this 
nature would inevitably result in 
an increased volume of traffic 
and accompanying noise.” 

He added: “The location of 
this building makes it 
inappropriate for shop use due 
to the detrimental impact such 
a change would have on local 
residents.”

A POND-dipping platform at a 
beauty spot has been vandalised 
- and a reward is being offered 
to people with any information. 

Vandals destroyed a wooden 
platform at the pond in 
Fairchild’s Meadow, Chewells 
Lane, Haddenham, making it 
unsafe for use.

Since the announcement, 
parents have been trying to 
find alternative pre-schools 
to send their children to 
although the majority of Ely’s 
are full with ever-increasing 


waiting lists. 

Now Cambridgeshire 
County Council and San¬ 
ctuary Housing say they are 
“optimistic” that another 
childcare provider will take 
over Barney Bears and 
existing childcare facilities. 

Emma Keegan, regional 
director for Sanctuary, said: 
“We are committed to seeing 
childcare provision continue 
in the Barns area and have 
been working with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
to find a new provider to 
lease The Barns Community 
Rooms. 

“A number of potential 


childcare providers have 
responded to our advert and 
we are optimistic that 
working together we will be 
able to meet the needs of the 
community.” 

One father, who did not 
want to be named, said: “My 
daughter attends Barney 
Bears. 

“It’s a fantastic little pre¬ 
school and the facilities 
provided at the community 
rooms are great. 

“We are all outraged by 
this. It’s going to have a 
devastating effect on a lot of 
families. 

“We really hope someone 


else will come along and save 
it otherwise there are going to 
be lots of children left with 
nowhere to go.” 

John Grain, a spokesman 
for The Barns Community 
Voice, added: “The comm¬ 
unity rooms are a fantastic 
asset for our estate and are 
used by people of all ages. 

“To see them closed down 
would be extremely sad.” 

A spokesman for the 
county council said that 
discussions with Sanctuary 
Housing and potential 
childcare providers are 
ongoing. 


30th March -1 st April 2012 
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New move on rail 
Junction upgrade 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
upgrade a major railway 
junction in Ely have taken 
a step forward. 

The Minister of State for 
Transport, Theresa Villiers, has 
asked Network Rail to carry out a 
study to investigate the possibility 
of improving the Ely North 
Junction. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
MPs from across the region, as 
well as representatives from 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk and 
Norfolk county councils, are 
calling for a multi-million pound 
upgrade - something they insist 
will boost train services and the 
economy. 

The work is predicted to cost 
£10 million. 

In the House of Commons last 
Thursday, Ms Villiers confirmed

that the Department of Transport 
has asked Network Rail to 
investigate the upgrades. 

She said: “This is something we 
are looking at carefully. 

“We have asked Network Rail to 
do some important work on 
deciding how we might improve 
the frequency of services, and 
whether the infrastructure 
needed to deliver that is within 
the budgets that have already 
been allocated to Network Rail.” 

South West Norfolk MP 
Elizabeth Truss, who is one of the 
main campaigners, was present at 
the time. 

She said: “I am pleased that the 
minister has asked Network Rail 
to seriously investigate the 


upgrade of the Ely North 
Junction. 

“I will continue to press the 
Government on this important 
piece of infrastructure. 

“I am working closely with local 
councils, LEPs and my 
neighbouring MPs to ensure the 
message is made on the economic 
benefits of this upgrade to the 
region.” 

The Ely North Junction is 
located in Queen Adelaide and 
links London, Norwich, 
Cambridge, Peterborough and 
King’s Lynn. 

MPs and transport chiefs say 
upgrading it will improve all rail 
services, and that many lines 
could become half-hourly 
services if the work goes ahead. 

They insist it would also boost 
business in East Anglia.

Athletics group 
backs bypass 


THE proposed location for 
Ely's new southern bypass 
may be controversial - but 
campaigners fighting for a 
new athletics track are 
backing it. 

Organisations desperate to get 
a multi-purpose athletics track 
built in Ely say they are in favour 
of the £28 million bypass being 
built at Route B. 

Route B would see the major 
road being built south of Ely 
station, crossing the river and rail 
lines before re-joining the A142 
at Stuntney. 

The route is being backed by 
council chiefs after it was 
favoured most by people in a 
recent questionnaire, although 
fears have since been raised that 
it could destroy views of Ely 
Cathedral and the surrounding 
countryside. 

Last month, English Heritage 
and Liberal Democrats urged the 
county council’s cabinet to scrap 
the plans, although their calls 
were rejected and the authority is

pressing ahead with the route. 

Members of the East 
Cambridgeshire Athletics Club, 
the Ely Runners and other 
organisations are backing the 
route as they hope it will allow 
for an athletics track to still be 
built in Ely. 

For years, they have been 
campaigning for the facility, 
which they say would be used by 
individuals, teams and clubs 
from across the region and will 
“put Ely on the map”. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the district council has 
also agreed as part of the Ely 
Masterplan process, that a six- 
lane athletics track would be 
beneficial to the region. 

As far as locations are con¬ 
cerned, campaigners say an area 
of the King’s School Brand Field 
in Angel Drove would be the 
most suitable site and dis¬ 
cussions have been ongoing with 
the school for some time. 


A couple of years ago, the 
school withdrew its offer of the 
land as the council was 
considering building the bypass 
through other parts of its playing 
fields. But now that Route B is 
being favoured, hopes for the 
track have rekindled. 

John Turner, one of those 
behind the athletics track 
campaign, said: “From our point 
of view, Route B would be the 
best location for the bypass. 

“It would allow us to still get 
the track built in Brand Field. 

“Funding is still an issue but 
we are determined to see this 
project through. 

“Ely needs this athletics track. 
It will put Ely on the map as a 
centre of sport.” 

It was hoped the track could 
have been in time for the London 
Olympics, although funding has 
always been an issue. 

The council says a full public 
consultation will be launched 
before any route for the bypass is 
pursued.

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Man acquitted of

A MAN accused of raping a 
teenage girl in a graveyard 
has been found not guilty.

He told the court that he 
recognised the fact that it had 
been “disrespectful” to perform 
such an act in a graveyard. 

The girl, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was said to have 
spent the night with friends and 
Nunn, and following a trip to a 
newsagents in Littleport, the 
father-of-two was then alleged to 
have raped her in St George’s 
Church graveyard. 

The jury had been shown video 
footage of a police interview in 
which the woman described how 


she had seen Nunn when she 
went to The Crown Inn in 
Littleport. 

She said they had chatted 
before he offered to walk with her 
to the One Stop shop, on Wisbech 
Road, and asked for her mobile 
number, which she gave to him 
before going to a friend’s house. 

She spent the evening drinking 
and chatting with friends at the 
house before receiving a call from 
Nunn and invited him round to 
join them. 

He then asked her to go to the 
One Stop store with him again for 
beer at around 6am, after she 
which she claimed he raped her.

Helipad plan 
sparks anger 


PATIENTS from the Ely 
area have hit out at health 
bosses after they revealed a 
helipad would not be built 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
until a new A&E depart¬ 
ment is created. 

There is planning permission 
for a landing site next to Adden- 
brooke’s, but hospital chiefs are 
not going to build there, 
preferring instead to wait until a 
new A&E department is built with 
a helipad on the roof. However, 
this could take years. 

Currently the helicopter lands 
at Gog Magog Golf Course or 
Cambridge Airport. Either way, 
the road ambulance then has to 
transfer patients from the 
helicopter to the hospital - 
negotiating busy traffic, adding 
time and risk to the journey. 

Geoff Heathcock, former health 
representative for Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrats, said plans for 
a helipad at the hospital - which 
is due to become a major trauma 
centre on April 1 - had been 
ongoing for at least a decade. 

He said: “I think it is absolutely

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ludicrous in this day and age that 
we have a situation where new air 
ambulances are purchased 
through charity and have to land 
at a golf club at the Gogs, to be 
then met by a land ambulance 
that has to come the length of 
Babraham Road.” 

Robert Whiteford, of Guntons 
Close, Soham, was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s following a head- 
on collision with a lorry. 

Despite suffering a near-death 
experience and having his leg 
amputated he has recovered well. 

He said: “It was a life-or-death 
situation. I had a badly-injured 
leg and the air ambulance picked 
me up and took me to the golf 
course where I was transferred 
into an ambulance to go to 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“A lot of time is taken up being 
transferred into an ambulance 
rather than being taken directly to 
the hospital in the helicopter. 

“I’m very surprised that a 
hospital of that size has not had a 


helipad a long time ago.” 

Tim Page, chief executive of 
East Anglia Air Ambulance, said: 
“We would welcome any 
development with regards to a 
landing site at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

“When dealing with patients 
who are critically ill, speed of 
delivery to the emergency 
department can make a 
significant difference to their 
chances of survival.” 

A Cambridge University Hos¬ 
pitals spokeswoman said: “We 
have planning permission to 
build a helipad adjacent to the 
site, but this would still require a 
secondary transfer and would 
only be allowed to operate 
between 7am and 9pm. 

“As we develop the campus, it is 
the trust’s vision to have an 
emergency department with a 
helipad on the roof. 

“We are confident that the 
current system helps us to deliver 
safe, effective care for our 
patients, and will provide an 
appropriate level of access when 
the major trauma centre goes live 
on April 1.”

Bishop takes a trip back 
in time to school days 


THE Bishop of Ely took a trip 
down memory lane when he 
returned to his school. 

Bishop Stephen Conway 
visited Archbishop Tenison’s 
School, London, to lead the 
morning assembly and hold 
question and answer sessions 
with students. 

Bishop Stephen, who started 
at the school in 1969 aged 11, 
also met teaching staff and 
pupils after the assembly. 

Archbishop Tenison’s is a 
Church of England, voluntary- 
aided School with specialist arts 
college status. Founded more 
than 300 years ago by Thomas 


Tenison, Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury, the school caters for 
boys aged 11-19, with girls 
admitted in the sixth-form. 

Bishop Stephen, who was 
school captain from 1975-76, 
said: “I started in September 
1969. 

“I was given an exemption 
from wearing short trousers 
which were required by the 
uniform for first years. 

“I was selected for Form 1A 
on the first day. I left at 
Christmas 1976, after having 
done a seventh term in the sixth 
form to apply for Oxford 
entrance.” 


Students 
set for 
African 
aid trip 


A GROUP of students 
are travelling to Gambia 
later this month to 
teach sports to orphan¬ 
ed and deprived child¬ 
ren. 

The 12 young people, who 
are studying a BTEC diploma 
in sport at Huntingdonshire 
Regional College, will spend a 
fortnight in the rural village of 
Bakoteh. 

The trip has been arranged 
by the college and founders 
of the Lisa Kent Memorial 
Trust and will see the 
students working with some 
of Africa’s poorest children. 

They will spend every 
morning teaching a variety of 
sports to children at the and 
in the evenings they will 
teach and play football with 
local youngsters and youth 
football teams. 

During the trip, the 
students will also help to 
decorate areas of the school. 

The Lisa Kent Memorial 
Trust was set up following the 
death of the popular Ely 
teenager, who died in 
December 2003, aged 19. 

Lisa was one of three 
teenagers killed when the car 
they were in veered off the 
road and plunged into the 
River Ouse at New River 
Bank, near Littleport. 

Daniel Davy and Sam 
Murphy, both 15 and from 
Ely, were also killed in the 
crash. 

But determined to ensure 
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Lisa’s legacy lived on, her 
friends and family set up the 
trust. 

Lisa had a love of children 
and so the trustees decided to 
help some of the world’s most 
deprived youngsters. The 
trust achieved charitable 
status in 2005. 

It improved and extended a 
school in Gambia in 2005, 
which now provides more 
than 150 children with a safe 
place to learn. 

Now trustees are focusing 
on building another nursery, 
primary and secondary 
school in Gambia in Lisa’s 
memory. 

It is at that school, the Lisa 
Kent Meridian Cycle School, 
that the students will spend 
much of their time. 

The trustees have also 
bought more land, enabling a 
further four classrooms to be 
built. 

Once completed, it will 
enable children of all ages, 
who have no school to 
attend, to finally get an 
education. 

The trust is planning 
another volunteer trip in 
November.

collaboration with the Choir 
of King’s College, Cambridge. 
The latter produced the 
world’s first live classical 
cinecast, beaming Handel’s 
Messiah into thousands of 
cinemas across the globe. 

The AAM plays around the 
world but is a Cambridge 
institution and has a regular 


season at West Road Concert 
Hall and annual concerts with 
the Choir of King’s College. 

“The history of the 
Academy of Ancient Music is 
truly global and, at the same 
time, we’re very much rooted 
at home here in Cambridge,” 
says Toby Chadd, the 
academy’s external relations 
manager. 

“What’s special about the 
AAM is that our music 
making is inspired by the 
performances which Bach, 
Handel and Haydn would have 
known,” explains Toby. “So 
we play on original 
instruments (gut strings, not 
metal, trumpets without 
valves); we very often don’t 
have a conductor, but are 
directed by one of the 
musicians; and we play from 
original scores rather than 
later editions. 

“It’s not an academic 
exercise, though: it’s a way of 
making music come alive by 
recreating the passion and 
vitality which composers, 
musicians and audiences felt 
when it was first composed. 
We were one of the first 
orchestras to take this 
revolutionary attitude, and I’m 
proud to say that we’re still at 
the forefront of the classical 
music world 

“Some of our most vibrant 


music making takes place in 
Cambridge. 

“We have given UK 
premieres of recently- 
discovered works and 
celebrated well-known 
masterpieces, and the season 
ahead is brimming with 
highlights.” 

Musicians lined up to 
perform with the Academy 
this year include violinist 
Alina Ibragimova (recently 
nominated for the 2011 


Gramophone Award for Best 
Artist), soprano Anna 
Prohaska and tenor James 
Gilchrist. 

The AAM’s music also 
benefits from a number of 
fruitful collaborations, says 
Toby. 

“For many years we’ve 
enjoyed a particularly strong 
relationship with the Choir of 
King’s College, Cambridge, 
making many acclaimed 
recordings together. 


“Every Easter we perform a 
Bach Passion together in 
King’s Chapel, and last year 
this was brought to London 
for the first time, to a sold-out 
Cadogan Hall. 

“We are also Orchestra-in- 
Residence at the University of 
Cambridge and hold a series 
of masterclasses with students 
from the Faculty of Music. 
Many of our musicians are 
teachers and professors, and 
passing on our expertise and 
passion to the next generation 
is at the heart of the AAM’s 
mission.” 

The academy is also 
dedicated to involving young 
people as audience members, 
offering £3 tickets to its 
Cambridge concerts for 
anyone who is under 26 or a 
full-time student. 

“Over the coming year in 
Cambridge, we’ll be 
performing music spanning 
three centuries,” says Toby, 
“from Monteverdi to 
Beethoven, ranging in scale 
from intimate solo violin 
works to grand symphonies. 
There’s something for 
everyone.” 

A central part of re¬ 
discovering the original 
sounds of classical and 
baroque music lies, of course, 
in the instruments. 

“Rather than using violins 
and trumpets built with the 
latest technology, the academy 
challenges itself to work with 
the instruments on which the 
music would have been first 
performed.”

He was 
in Cambridge last year with his live 
show Vegetable Stew, and returns 
for 2012 with a self-depricating new 
show all about being middle-aged 
and boring, asking: can a married 
man, whose life now consists 
mainly of watching Scooby Doo 
cartoons with a four-year-old boy, 
still have anything funny to say?

THIS MEANS WAR 

Certificate12A, 97m 

ALLS fair in love and war for two US 
government spies with their hearts set 
on the same woman in an action- 
packed comedy from director McG. 
This hare-brained buddy movie 
delivers slam-bang thrills and a few 
sparkling one-liners as rivalry between 
the two elite operatives escalates out 
of control, resulting in amusing 
abuses of CIA resources. 

The film opens with a fast-paced 
action sequence in Hong Kong, where 
agents FDR (Chris Pine) and Tuck 
(Tom Hardy) are on assignment to 
apprehend crimelord Heinrich (Til 
Schweiger). Instructions from their 
boss Collins (Angela Bassett) to be 
discreet are gleefully ignored, leading 
to a high-profile shootout. 

The buddies then return to 
headquarters to face the music. To 
lighten the mood, ladies’ man FDR 
helps shy and gallant Tuck to dip his 
toes back into the dating pool by 
creating a flattering profile for his 
friend on a relationships website. 

Soon after, Tuck accepts a first date 
with Lauren (Reese Witherspoon), a 
beautiful consumer testing manager, 
who is recovering from a break-up

from her sweetheart (Warren 
Christie). 

Tuck is instantly smitten, but soon 
after the date FDR also encounters 
Lauren and he falls for her acidic wit. 
Armed with a dazzling array of hi-tech 
gadgetry, FDR and Tuck compete 
against each other to win Lauren's 
heart. She is torn between the two 
men, unaware they know each other, 
and seeks advice from her potty¬ 
mouthed sister Trish (Chelsea 
Handler), 

This Means War starts with a bang 
and McG knows how to bolt together 
explosive sequences that quicken the

pulse. However, comic interludes 
don’t always hit their target and the 
voyeuristic nature of the men’s 
surveillance leaves a nasty taste in 
the mouth. 

Crucially, the film’s inherent design 
flaw - we have to side with one of her 
suitors - means half the audience will 
be disappointed by the overblown 
climax when the love-struck lady 
makes her choice. 

The film plays to Witherspoon’s 
strengths as a comic actress, placing 
her at the centre of some elaborately 
staged set pieces, unaware her two 
handsome suitors are best buddies.

It's time to veg out 


A S ‘grow your own’ 
campaigns have 
gathered 

momentum in the last few 
years, many people have 
had a go at growing their 
own veg, even if they’ve 
just had time and space to 
sow a few lettuces in a 
window box. 

But if you’re one of the few 
who has steered away from veg, 
perhaps preferring your flower 
borders to look ordered and 
formal, now’s the time to create 
some space especially for edibles 
and think about what you are 
going to sow. 

Check the soil temperature 
first, because if you sow too 
early the seedlings will struggle 
and become vulnerable to pests 
and diseases. It’s likely that the 
recent cold snap will have 
delayed many sowings for a few 
weeks. 

As a general guideline, in 
mild areas early sowings can be 
made into the ground towards 
the end of February, but in 
colder areas you need to cover 
seed beds with plastic sheeting 
or cloches for at least three 
weeks before sowing, to warm 
up the soil. But nothing is set in 
stone. 

Use a soil thermometer to 
check the soil temperature in the

morning, pushing it 5-10cm (2- 
4in) into the soil. If it remains 
above 7C (45F) for a week, you 
should be safe to start sowing 
early vegetables in prepared 
beds. Seed sown before that 
temperature is reached will 
germinate, but will be more 
susceptible to soil diseases. 

To prepare a seed bed, the soil 
needs to be broken down to a 
fine tilth and the surface levelled 
off with a rake - it should end up 
like a fine, crumbly texture. 
Throw out any stones, weeds and 
other debris you come across 
while doing this. It’s also 
advisable to add some fertiliser 
such as chicken manure pellets 
or blood, fish and bone to the 
soil before sowing. 

Then you can grow a wealth 
of vegetables, from spring 
onions, leeks, beetroot and 
radishes, to carrots, parsnips and 
kohl rabi. If the area you have is 
too small to rotate crops, then 
grow what you like where you 


can, but don’t plant the same 
crop in the same place two years 
running. 

Always sow vegetable seeds in 
straight rows, which makes it 
easier to hoe weeds out during 
the growing season. 

Set out a garden line or pegs 
and string to mark the position 
of the rows and use the row 
spacing for each vegetable 
following the instructions on the 
seed packet. Allow for different 
spacing between rows of 
different crops, so that a larger 
one doesn’t swamp a smaller 
one. 

Then make a seed drill using a 
narrow trowel or stick and sow 
the seeds as evenly as you can in 
the bottom of the drill. 

After sowing, cover big seeds 
such as peas with around 1cm of 
soil, but less for smaller seeds. 
Water thoroughly with a fine 
sprinkler which won’t disturb the 
soil or wash away the seeds 
afterwards. 

Carrots can be sown at two- 
week intervals to provide a 
succession of crops during the 
year. Early potatoes can be 
chitted, putting them upright in 
seed trays in a frost-free place 
such as a windowsill with the 
end with the most eyes 
uppermost. They should be kept 
in a cool, light place so that the 
shoots grow strong. 

Once they have sprouted. 


select two or three fat shoots to 
grow on and rub out the rest. 
Seed potatoes can be bought 
from garden centres. Don’t risk 
using old ones from the 
supermarket because they’re 
more likely to become diseased. 

One of the earliest vegetables 
to crop is the broad bean. Sow 
seeds in pots in a cold frame or 
greenhouse, which will produce 
seedlings ready to plant out in 
March. 

Quick-growing lettuces such 
as Little Gem can be sown in late 
February or March in mild areas, 
in rows 15cm (6in) apart. If the 
soil is workable, make a first 
sowing of the quick-growing 
carrot variety, Early Nantes. 

When seedlings are large 
enough, any surplus can be 
pulled (which means thinning 
out). Larger clumps can be 
thinned to leave one or two 
strong seedlings. 

Other vegetables such as 
celeriac can be sown indoors in 
pots from late February to mid- 
March but they need a minimum 
temperature of 15C (60F) to 
germinate. 

If you persevere with growing 
from seed, before you know it, 
you will be sitting down to a 
meal of delicious vegetables you 
have grown yourself - and will 
probably have enough left over 
to give to your neighbours!

Driving test passes ‘improving’ 


DRIVING test pass rates are 
improving, Government figures 
published last week showed. 

The pass rate for the practical part of 
the test reached 47 per cent in the 
period April-December 2011. 

This compared with 44 per cent in 
2007/08 and 46 per cent in 2010/11. 

A total of 437,038 tests were 
conducted across all test categories 
between October and December 2011 - 
14 per cent more than in the same 
period of 2010 when severe weather 
kept test numbers down. 

The Department for Transport said 
the number of tests being taken by 
women was higher than for men, 
“largely due to females having a lower 
pass rate than males, hence taking 
higher number of tests before passing”. 

It added that in most years the male 
pass rate for the practical part of the test 
was about 6 per cent to 6.5 per cent 
higher than the female pass rate. 

But the department added that there 
was no difference in pass rates between 
males and females taking the practical 
motorcycle test. 

Pass rates for females taking the large 
goods vehicle practical test average 
around 54 per cent, although women 
account for only one in 13 test passes in 
this category.
